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THE DUCHESS CAROLINE OF WURTEMBERG. 


The following singular story emanates from one of the Imperial Chamberlains, who alieges 
that he heard it related by Napoleon himself, one evening, at Malmaison. The conversa- 
tion happening to turn onthe Princess of Wurtemburg, the Emperor addressed to his 
Chamberlain the following quesuon :— : 


“ How old is the present King of Wurtemberg?” 

He is no longer a young man, sire. Frederick William 1s seventy. He 
was born in 1734. In 1780 he married Princess Caroline of Brunswick Wolten- 
butel; and he became a widower in September 1781.” 

“ Yes, he became a widower,” remarked the Emperor. , 

The tone of voice in which Napoleon uttered these words, rivetted the atten- 
tion of every one present. A dead pause ensued, and the Emperor himself broke 
silence by narrating the following story :— : ‘ 

“ On the 4th of October, 1781, about eight o’clock in the morning, aman called 
on Mr. Dietrich, the Preteur* of Strasburg. The servant, when he entered to 
announce the visitor to his master, looked pale and terrified. * What is the mat- 
ter, Franz ?’. inquired. the.

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THE “CRACKS” OF THE DAY. 
PEDIGREE, CHARACTERISTICS, AND PERFORMANCES, OF 
BASCOMBE, POST BOY, MINGO, RODOLPH, AND LINNET. 








JOHN BASCOMBE, : 

Foaled in 1831, was bred by Mr. Joun Conouty, an extensive breeder of 
blood stock, near Huntsville, Madison Co., Alabama. He was got by Ber- 
trand (by Sir Archy out of Eliza, by Ip. Be’ rd) out of Grey Goose, by Pa- 
colet, and he by Imp. Citizen; his grandsa by Imp. Buzzard—g. g. dam by 
Paragon, and he by Imp. Spread Eagie; his g- g. g: dam by Imp. Dove, (im- 
ported into Maryland, by Dr. Thomas Hamiiton, in 1761-2). Dove's dam by 
Teaser, out of a Gardiner mare, Teaser by the Bolton Starling, ete. John Bas- 
combe is a bright chesnut, with the nigh fore-foot and off hind-foot white, as far 
up as the fetlock ; head nothing remarkable, neck rather light, without much 
crest; the most forward of the dorsal vertebre, or bones of the back which form 
his withers, well up, shoulder blades somewhat erect, without that declivity ge- 
nerally to be found in horses of great speed; the arm stroag and muscular, yet 
inclining a little too much inward, thereby causing the knee to stand too far in, 
giving the fore-leg that set termed rabbit-legged, that is to sty, the knees incline 
somewhat inward and the feet outward, of a perpendicular line let fall from the 
knee to the ground, thereby rendering a horse liable to inflict what is known as 
the “spee*y cut,” which is the case here. The back, that is from where the 
scapula or shoulder blade terminates, to the first of the five sacral vertebra, or 
bones of the hauach, long ; the lambar vertebra, or bones of the loins lying low, 
constitutes what is generally called sinking of the loins; the haunch or quarter, 
has, nevertheless, good length, with a muscular broad thigh, and good hind-leg. 
His form, with the exception of want of inclination of the shoulder blades, de- 
notes speed, but certainly neither great continuance nor ability to carry weight, 
and in this respect has so far proved deceptive. Add to which, he is rather a 
light carcased horse, about 15 bands and a half in height. 

An anecdote* is related respecting this horse which is characteristic of his 
breeder, a native of Pennsylvania. A Methodist Camp meeting was held in 
the vicinity, which the celebrated pulpit orator, the Rev. Joun Bascomse, while 
travelling in the West, attended. After the service was over, Mr. Conolly, (on 
whose plantation the meeting was held), introduced himself to the preacher, and 
invited him to his house; and by way of complimenting him for the pleasure 
and instruction derived from his discourse, told him that as he had no sons, he 
would, with the Reverend gentleman’s permission, name one of his colts ‘‘ John 
Bascombe,” as an evidence of his esteem and friendship. This colt was always 
a favorite with Mr. Conolly, and his form justifies the conclusion that Mr. C. is 
‘a good judge of horse Mesh.” His early performances, hewever, not equal- 
ling the high expectations of Mr. C., he sold him ina let of four or five others, 
including Bill Austin,t for some inconsiderable sum, to his son-in-law, Ma). 
Joun Buevins, in whose hands he first distinguished himself in South Alabama, 
where he attracted the attention of his present spirited proprietor, Col. Joun 
Crows.t. Mr. Conolly bas recently sold to Col. C., Grey Goose, the dam of 
Bascombe, with a foal at her foot by Editor, for $2500. The same gentleman 
was the breeder of Red Maria, Long Measure, and others, that have distin- 
guished themselves on the turf. Maj. Bleving sold John Bascombe to Col. C. in 
the Fall of 1835, since which he has never lost a heat, though contending against 
the best horses of the day.

L. Gammonp—in whose charge B. has continued from the time since he was 
purchased by Col.C. Maj. Blevins finding that Bascombe could beat Bill Aus- 
tin in his trials, disposed of the latter, who was put in training under Hammond. 
The first time the twe came together, Bill Austin beat him easily, and in “a 
miff,” Maj. B, sold Baseombe also to Col. C., and in three months afterwards 
Baseombe could not only beat his old stable mate, Bill, but has since proved him- 
self too flcet fur the fast, and too stout for the strong. 

The greatest proof of Hammond's superior skill, as a trainer, (whieh was at 
the time a general theme of remark), was the high spirits, the perfect condition, 
and the game appearanee evinced by Bascombe when stripped for his match 
with Post Boy, on the Union Course, after an unprecedented journey from 
Georgia, Where but about six weeks before he had made an astonishing race.— 
The “Chifney of the South,” Wiiiis, Col. Johnson’s favorite jockey, grace- 
fully bestrode bim on this occasion, Post Boy having little Git. Paraicr on his 
back. Willis, who rede Argyle when Bascombe showed him a clean pair of 
heels, seemed determined now, te “let out all he knew,” and the style in which 
the race was ridden, both by himself and Gil. Patrick, would not have discre- 
dited Frank Buckle or Jem Robinson. 

After Bascombe’s and Post Boy’s match, considerable banteriag ensued be- 
tween their friends; but no arrangemement being effected, Bascombe was 
sent baek to Georgia, where Col. Crowell united his stable with that of Joun G. 
Wister, Esq., of Augusta, the existing difficulties with the Indians near his 
estate, at Fort Mitchell, A'a., rendering it wot unlikely that the fact might offer 
an excuse for Oseela, or some other “red devil” of taste, to mount Bascombe

Fealed in 1831, was bred by Netson Lioyn, Esq., of Lloyd’s Neek, Queen's 
Co, New York. He was got by Henry, the renowned competitor of Eclipse, 
out of Garland, (almost sister in blood to Eclipse,) by Duroc (Eclipse’s sire )— 
her dam (half sister to Eclipse) by Ramiltonian, a capital son ot Imp. Messen 
ger, out of Eclipse’s dam, Miller’s Damsel, olso by Messenger—theImp. Pot-8-os 
mare—Gimerack, etc. He thus unites the Sir Archy and Eclipse blood—exeel- 
leat crosses, as exemplified by Shark, Black and Bay Maria, Mingo, Alice Grey, 
Heury Archie, &c. Post Boy is a dark chesnut, with the hind off-foot white, 
about 15 hands 2 inches high, strong made, and wel! formed for hardihood, and 
carrylog Weight, standing clear and even upon strong clean linbs, with good mus- 
cular arms and thighs ; lis head good, neck also well shaped, but with much more 
crestthan Buscombe, (described before); shoulders well formed and strong, back 
also very strong, but not affording that length ef carcase which is deemed requi- 
site to give stride without excess of labor; very stiong and full made at the loins, 
large ribs, with fair depth of chest, quarters of good length, well joined to the 
body at thesacrum; the greatest, and almest the only defect in his form, is want 
of length in the trunk, with rather too mach rotuniily. He isa fine tempered 
horse, of strong constitution, and a great feeder. 

Post Boy was sold in April, 1534, by Mr. Watson, of the New York Tatter- 
salls, to Messrs. ‘Tillotson & Gouverneur for $700! and the latter gentleman 
retained his interest in him until last Fall, thouzh Post Boy has always been in 
the stable of, and run by the former. He was put in training in the middle of 
the summer, and though not in high racing condition, distinguished himself in 
the Fall by beating Tarquin, and making a very fine race, though beaten, by the 
famous Southern mare Florida.

‘Thus ended the last campaign of Post Boy. His owner was un‘ortunate jn 
| his selection of a trainer lagt season, Mr. Bucktey having been engaged in 
| other pursuits for the two years before Post Boy was entrusted to his charge. 
| His system was so mucl at variance with that adopted by “Tawney Sam,” 
| (Post Boy’s former trainer,) that, joned with his ignorance of the temper and 
| constitution of his horse, Post Boy was trained off his legs before the close of 
| the season. He remains in Buckley’s hands, (who it is hoped will profit by hig 
hardly earned experience,) and is said to be looking uncommonly well, having 
recovered his spirits and fine appearance, promising to cut out work for the fast 
ones in his next campaign. No horse at the North, since Eclipse, has been a 
more general favorite with the public, nor has any one run “a career of more 
brilliant and aninterrupted success.” The public confidence in his powers asa 
tip top horse is not generally impaired by his late disastrous campaign, its result 
being rather attributed to his trainer’s want of skill and attention than to any 
lack of those extraordinary powers which acquired for him the proud title of 
“the Champion of the North.” He will have to encounter increased odds next 
season, Mingo having “let out another link,” with something in reserve, while 
Fanny Wyatt has sprung at once from comparative obscurity to the top of the 
list. If Post Boy comes to the post “ right” next Spring, he may well “fright 
the souls of fearful adversaries.” He has our most cordial wishes.

Was bred by Gen. C. Irvine, U.S. A., and was foaled Mareh 21, 1831, on 
the farm of Mr. Josian Garratt, of Chester County, Pa., 19 miies west of Phi- 
ladelphia. [He was get by Ameriean Eclipse, out of Bay Bett, by Thornton’s 
Ratiler, (son of Sir Archy,)—his grandam (the grandam of Argyle,) by Imp. 
Cliffuen—g.g. dam by Hall’s Spot, son of Imp. Eclipse, (who was by O’Kelly’s 
fainous Eclipse,) out of Hall’s Imp. thorough-bred mare—g. g. g. dam by Hyder 
Ally, son of Lindsay’s Arabian. Mingo is a rich bay, with a coat like satin, 
and 4 fine fu'l star, no other white; mane, tail, and legs coal black ; feet tough 
and well formed; his form is almost faultless, indicating great capabilities for 
speed and endurance, and his action is very superior. He is over 15 hands3 
inches high, admirably proportioned, and strong at all points, with abundance of 
bone, muscle, and sinew. His constitution is not quite so hardy as might be ex- 
pected from so great a feeder, and a horse generally so healthy. Mingohas been 
trained by, and run under the direction of Mr. Samve Lairp, of Colt’s Neck, 
Monmouth Co., N. J., one of the most distinguished trainers at the North, who 
also has in his stable several other horses belonging to Gen. Irvine.

Nothing ean be finer than 
his head and ears, and his whole structure evinces a rare combination of the two 
essential properties in a high bred race horse—great speed, and undoubted bot- 
tom. His action is superb, and his intelligent eye and noble carriage, joined to 
his fine size and game appearance, present the beau ideal of the blooded horse in 
his greatest perfection. Rodolph was got by Sir Arehy Montorio, (sometines 
termed Archy of Transport,) his dam by Haxall’s Moses—grandam by Cook’s 
Whip—zg. g. dam by Craig's Alfred, ete. Rodolph has been trained, and usually 
run by Capt. Sipney Buseainge, of near Frankfort, an experienced breeder and 
turfman, whose reputation in either eapacity is known and acknowledged 
throughout the country.

It will be seen from the performances given above, that Rodolph’s greatest 
achievement was in running three mile heats in 5:54—5:40. Rodolph never lost 
a raee, and has won six, winning for his owners, exclusive of his own stakes, 
$7500, besides earning witliin the time $3000 as a stallion. 

Mingo ranks high among the best horses on the American Turf, as having 
run three mile heats in 5:45—5.55;—two mile heats in 3:56—3:54—and in 3:49 
—3:51, and in running a capital second to Fanny Wyatt, four mile heats, in 7:50 
—7:53, losing the Ist heat by half a length, and the seeond by six inches. 
Mingo lost four races, (two when palpably out of condition,) walked over twice, 
won 9 times, received forfeit once, clearing about $8500, mainly in Jockey Club 
purses. [n other hands no doubt his winnings would have been doubled, his 
owner breeding for pleasure alone, neither matching nor backing his horses. 
Linnet’s greatest performance was her race, two mile heats, in 3:50—3:53— 
mile heats, best 3 in 5, in 1:53—1:52}—1:50. Linnet has won six races, losing 
once, and receiving forfeit once, clearing for her different owners the snug sum of 
about $13,000. 

Post Boy received the honorable appellation of “ the champion of the North” 
for having run four mile heats, under a pull, in 7:52—7:52, the best time, 4 mile 
heats, made in 1835. His running a good second to John Bascombe, in 7:49— 
7:51}, carrying Ll4Ibs., and a 4th mile at Trenton in 1:47, demonstrate the pro- 
priety of the title. Post Boy lost 7 races out of 16, and paid forteit once—in three 
years netting about $12,700. 

John Bascombe’s distancing Argyle in 7:14, and beating Post Boy in 7:49— 
7:514, is “ glory enough ” for one horse, und well entitles him to the saddle of 
Eclipse. He lost two raees, and has since won six, without losing a heat, win- 
ning, exclusive of his own stakes, about $24,000. 

In concluding this long article, we desire to acknowledge our indebtedness to

Three instances only occur in which 
races reported in that way have been published in this paper, last year (with the 
exception of the official report of the Union Course races, which are also reported 
by the Editor personally); such being the fact, out draughtsman was misled, and

FAMOUS COCK FIGHT AT SPANISH TOWN, W. IL. 
On the morning of the 27th of December last, one of the merry days of the 
year, a great stir was perceived in the town; Every one seemed big with the an- 
ticipated resulis of one of the most splendid main of cocks, that were to be fought 
between Mr. D and Mr. V Nothing was heard but—‘ Ah! how are 
you; going te the Cock-fight?” ‘Oh, yes, fine sport to-day, my boy; beautiful 
main of cocks ; fine birds, and well trained ; a hundred pounds en Mr. D——s 
birds.” “Done, sir! double the sum on Mr. V——’s birds.” “ Ah, Nelson 
4 , just come from Kingston; come to the main, eh? When did you come? 
When will you go? Will be at you to-day, my boy; down with the shiners! !”

MAMELUKE. 

Mr. Theobald, it would appear, has sold Mameluke to Louis ebiliees, or ra- 
ther to the agent of this monarch whieh amounts to the same thing. his horse 
will be a great acquisition to France; where, however, racing will never be so 
well understood, nor carried to that perfection which it has reached in this coun- 
try. ‘The French king is neither partial to racing nor field sports; and kis ob- 
ject, in procuring several of our celebrated thoroughbreds, is the improvement of 
his cavalry; alike short-sighted in this business as in some ether matters, he does 
not perceive that the most effectual way of accomplishing his purpose would be 
by adopting the very means which he foolishly, and with the worst possible feel- 
ing unhesitatingly rejects. William 1V. encourages both horse raeing and the 
sports of the field, which causes breeding to an almost unlimited extent, and 
also creates that emulative rivalry which has raised the English hunter and the 
English thoroughbred superior to every thing of the kind to be met within any 
other country almost beyond comparison; hence the sourte of the far greater 
number o! our cavalry horses; and were it not for the monstrous system of equi- 
tation which fashion or foolery has forced upon this important part of the British 
army, it might be deemed invincible. Louis Philippe should adopt similar means 
ef improvement, if he be anxions for very great and very successful improve- 
ment; but, let him import as many horees as were numbered in some of the Ori- 
ental studs in ancient times, he will never equal our splendid animals; unless, 
indeed, he can form superior grooms to those of France, and alter altogether the 
genius and feeling of his countrymen. 

Mameluke has proved hithertoa very unsvceessful stallion, owing most likely 
to the inferior quality of the mares which have been put to him; asa racer, how- 
ever, he manifested powers of no ordinary description; and yet, on some occa- 
sions, he showed a resolute unwillingness to start almost unparalleled. When, 
in the year 1827, he came out for the Doncaster St. Leger, before Chifney could 
get him from the starting-post he was covered with foam ; and when, at lust, he 
was got cff, his competitors were something more than one hundred yards in 
advance. It was surprising to observe the manner in which he gained upon 
them; he reached them, he passed one, then another, and ultimately placed him- 
self second; Matilda reached the winning post first, but, had there been fifty 
yards more to gallop, she would have been defeated. It would appear strange, 
that a horse which showed such vicious obstinacy on the course, should be as 
gentle as possible in the stable. Last May we visited Stockwell, and were plea- 
singly surprised on entering the box which contained Mameluke, to find him one 
of the quietest horses in the world—we never stood up to a horse which evinced 
amore gentle disposition; he is a splendid animal, and hadthe lower part of his 
thigh been more muscular, a finer horse could not have been found. 


W hoever procures English thoroughbreds for the French king, if he be a na- 
tive of France, he no doubt employs English judgment in his selections, since 
they evince the tact of a master mind, A few years since, Louis Philippe pro- 
cured Lottery, one of the most powerful horses we ever saw ; he was the finest 
horse, and the fleetest racer, of his day; but, like Mameluke, he was not always 
in the humour to run. Lottery was vicious from early Sife; and happening to 
throw the boy who rode him in his exercise, he became mueh worse, his evil 
propensities seemed to be thus much increased; he was a very unruly horse on 
the course, and very dangerous in the stable. London News and Sunday Herald.
